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STATUS REPORTS ON COUNTY EFFORTS TO OPEN THE NEW MARTIN
LUTHER KING, JR. COMMUNITY HOSPITAL (ITEM NO. 45:-A, AGENDA OF
NOVEMBER 12, 2013) - . "

On November 12, 2013 on motion of Supervisor Ridley-Thomas, your Board directed
the Chief Executive Officer (CEO), in coordination with the Department of Health
Services, to submit quarterly written status progress reports to the Board that describe
the status of efforts to open the new Martin Luther King, Jr. Community Hospital, wrth
the first report to be issued by November 12, 2013.

We are pleased to report the achievement of several significant milestones that
advance the Countys goal of opening the newly renovated Martin Luther King, Jr.
Communlty Hospital (MLK Communlty Hospltal) ' ' :

- In 2010, the County partnered with the Unlversrty of California to rebwld and reopen the
County's newly renovated 'MLK Community Hospital. As partners, the County and the
University of California jointly-appointed a Board of Directors to open and operate the
hospital. The Board of Directors established a new private, non-profit entity, Martin
Luther King, Jr.—Los Angeles Healthcare Corporation (MLK-LA). MLK-LA has secured:
its 501(c)(3) designation, hired its senior leadership team, and is actively planning for
the opening of the hospital. Working closely with- the County and the University of
_Callfornra MLK LA is striving to open the MLK Communlty Hospital in early: 2015
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To support the goal of opening a high quality hospital as quickly as possible, the County

successfully reached substantial completion on the newly renovated MLK Inpatient .

Tower (IPT) on October 31, 2013 (see Attachment A). As part of the $281.0 million
MLK IPT Project, three additional. non-patient care buildings will reach substantial
completion by mid-November. The County also achieved substantial completion of the
new $172.0 million outpatient clinic, the MLK Multi-Service Ambulatory Care Center
(MACC), on October 11, 2013 (see Attachment B). Construction completion of both the
MLK Community Hospital and the MACC will establish the foundation for the dellvery of
the hlghest quallty health care to Willowbrook and surroundlng communities.

Whlle ant|0|pat|ng substantial 'completlon of the construction phase, the County was
concurrently planning for the opening of the MLK MACC in 2014, and has actively
engaged with MLK-LA to ensure full support for opening the hospital in early 2015, The

County and MLK-LA have restructured the financial framework approved by the County ‘
in 2010, and have updated the financial assumptions based on a better understanding

of the projected operating expenses for the hospital, as well as‘the changing landscape
of health care flnancmg resulting from the enactment of the federal Affordable Care Act.
Working closely with MLK- LA the County has developed a conceptual framework for
the County’s initial and ongoing financial support, to ensure the County is providing the
start-up funding required for opening the hospital, as well as the on-going funding
needed to successfully operate the hOSpltal thereafter. The County’s financial
commitment and the other provisions governing the County’s lease of the hospital to
MLK-LA, as well as the details of the operating partnership among the hospital, the
MACC, and the Department of Health Services, are anticipated. to be presented to your
Board in January of 2014.

We also anticipate returning to your Board in December 2013 to approve a joint contract
to begin the development of MLK-LA’s electronic health records system, a project which
is anticipated to take approxmately 15 months to complete. -

As we get closer to achieving the goal of the historic re-opening of the MLK Communlty

Hospital, we will continue to keep your Board informed on a quarterly baS|s of any
material developments We aré enoouraged by the progress to date.
